WASHINGTON. 


General Grant Officially Notified of 
His Election Speech by Senator 
Morton and Response of General 
Grant——Ceolfax's KReply——-Another 
Veto from the President. ; 
Wasuinoton, February 13.—The com- 

mittee appointed to notify General Grant 

of his election to the Presidency, per- 
formed that duty this morning, Senator 

Morton making the address. 

On receiving the certificate of election, 
General Grant said that in accepting the 
office of President of the United States, 
he assured them of his determination to 
carry out faithfully the obligations of that 
office, and referred particularly to the ne- 
cessities for an honest and faithful execu- 
tion of the revenue laws. 
he would call around him men who would 
earnestly carry out the principles of econ- 
omy, retrenchment and honesty which 
were desired by the people of the country, 
should the officers of the different 
branches of the Government service not 
satisfy him in the discharge of their official 
duties, he would not hesitate a moment 
about removing them, and would do so 
just as quickly with his own appointments 
as with those of his predecessor. 

General Grant stated that he had not an- 
nounced his Cabinet up to the time of the 
official declaration of the result of the elec- 
tion, but had intended at that period to 
make known the names of those whom he 
would invite to become members of it, but 
in the interval, however, 
not to make known the names of the 
gentlemen whose services he would be 
glad to have in this respect, even to the 
gentlemen themselves, till he had sent 
them into the Senate tor confirmation. The 
reason for this he sald, was because of the 
fact that should he do so a pressure would 
immediately commence, from various par- 
ties, to endeavor to induce him to change 
his determination, not so much, probably, 
from the fact of the opposition which 
would be made from personal motives, but 
on account of the interest which the gen- 
tiemen may have for their own friends, 
aud for these and other reasons he had 
concluded to make no public announce- 
ment of his Cabinet till the time men- 
tioned. At the conclusion of the inter- 
view the committee waited on Mr. Colfax 
and presented him his certificate of elec- 
tion as Vice President, after which several 
speeches were made.

Me. Valentine lived out a respectable 
life, and died, leaving an insurance on his 
life for ve thousand dollars, and his wife 
followed his funeral with all the pomp and 
circumstange of respectable grief. Having 
two young Valentines to care for, she mar- 
ried the insurance agent in four months, 
and had a neat ten-dollar tombstone put 
up to commemorate the virtues ot her first 
husband and remind her second one of 
what he should be toward her and the little 
Valentines. Since that time valentines 
have been fashionable; but we cannot 
agree with those historians and ecclesias- 


tial Writers who credit Mr. Valentine 
“| with getting up the custom. Somehow 


the valentine business flourished after 
that, and became so generally observed by 
all classes that the church had to recognize 
it and tried to turn it to some account; 
and a usage obtained to select on St. Val- 
entine’s Day apatron saint for the year, 
who is termed a valentine. 
The modetn valentine business, how- 
ever, in tryingto keep pace with steam- 
boats, éléctricity and velocipedestrianism, 
has Jost its religious aspect, and with some 
m ions resembles a custom that 
2 in Northwestern Europe in the 
Ale ages, or sometime beyond the re- 
collect ion of the oldest inhabitant or revo- 
Iutionary soldier of America, when youn 
folks selected their sweethearts for t 
year. The custom of history repeated it- 
self during our late unpleasantness, when 
so many soldiers married for three years 
or the war. These imaginary engagements 
often led to real ones, and in this man- 


petuated. At one period it was 
customary for both sexes to make 
presents to each other, perhaps to ex- 
change diamond rings or photographs, but 
latterly the obligation devolved entirely 
upon the young men. 

In the fifteenth century the custom was 
very popular among the upper classes 
and at many European courts. It is still 
patronized by the upper classes in this 
country, especially those living in the top 
of five-story houses. On the eve of St. 
Valentine's day the young folks would 
assemble at their Uncle John’s, or some 
con venient place, and write an equal num- 
ber of names of each sex on pieces of 
paper and throw the slips into an Alpine 
hat, which the owner carried around, to 
see that no one drew the hat, and each one 
received a name, taking care to draw on 
the opposite sex. The consequence was 
that the young man drawing the name of 
Peggy McGinnis, for instance, was bound 
to her for a year, and had to take her out 
riding on the street, go to the circus and 
buy candy for her. Hence the maiden’s 
heart became touched and genuine 
felicity, such as old Mr. and Mrs. 
Valentine enjoyed, often followed. And 
that’s how the custom came down to us; 
but the church, if it ever did, no longer 
recognizes the day, and it has no more re- 
ligion about it than the Fourth of July or 
the Fourth of March—days, we may re- 
mark, not notable in the religious calen- 
dar. 
The day has degenerated, but it still 
suits some young people and furnishes 
Jamusement to them, as well as a few 
dimes to dealers, but not many. One 
or two houses in New York farnish nearly 
all the valentines for the country, and 
the business of these firms is immense, 
but when spread all over the country, 
like a handful of chaff on an acre of 
ground, it ig almost imperceptible. A 
few days before the li4th of February the 
shelves and windows of shops going into 


wood cuts, extravagant in size, imagina- 
nation, and variegated daubs of colors. 
The most of them are burlesques on the 
human form, and are set off with satirical 
and often rather vulgar lines of doggerel, 
supposed to be first-class poetry. Oc- 
casienally an attempt is made at 
sentimental. These are bought by 
love-sick gentlemen from ten to fourteen 
years old. Here is a specimen:

Several United States officers have been 
in the city for some days past, whose mys- 
terious movements very seriously alarmed 
the various claim agents in thecity.

The interest on his note for six 
housand dollars would be but three 
hundred and sixty dollars, and by this 
arrangement he would save two hundred

The movement in mercantile circles was 
generally less active to-day, and there wus 
little or nothing of interest transpiring in 
connection with financial matters. Ex- 


change was irregularly reported. Some of 
the banks had fair offerings and were brinz- 
‘ing in currency, while others experienced 
the reverse, or at least were better supplied 
with currency than exchange. There were 
transactions between bankers at „ per 
cent. discount and on private terms, but 
1 per cent. discount was the ruling rate 
on commercial bills. We refer, of course, 
to Eastern exchange. There is little ex- 
change on New Orleans offering, but bank- 
ers experienced no trouble in meeting the 
counter demand, which is very light. 
Sight drafts on the East are furnished to 
customers at K off by some banks, but 
to par was the ruling rate. Exchange on 
New Orleans comes in principally in the 
way of time paper, and the rate of discount 
is I per cent. on ten-day bills. — 

Brokers were almost literally ddog 
nothing. A few small amounts of gold 
were taken at 134 to 134)4, and two or three 
trifling sales at 135% were reported. One 
party wasin market, however, for $2,000 
at 135, on an order which he was unable to 
execute. In New York gold opened at 135, 
was unchanged at hoon and closed at 13505. 
The market was “ bearish” in feeling, but 
was sustained by “bull” operations. The 
carrying rate was 5 per cent. 

City and county warrants, as well as lu 
stocks and securities, the most perfect 
quiet prevailed. If anything occurred it 
was not reported, and we can only report 
rates nominal. 

The only thing we have to report of city 
bonds is that a few were taken off the 
market to-day by the owner, who is su- 
posed to be well posted. They had been 
offered at 53. 

There was a sale of $2,200 Bank of Ten- 
nessee notes, taken by a broker at 4004. 

Asa novel item it may be stated that a 
Front street merchant sold $3,300 Con- 
federate money to-day at Me onthe dallar. 
It was taken on an order from Mississippi 
for $6,000. ‘We have heard of several simi- 
lar transactions lately. 

The New York money market is to-day 
reported easy at 6 per cent. on call loans. 
Governments opened strong, but closed 
weak, In stocks there was little doing in 
consequence of light offerings. Quota- 
tions from the Exchange are as follows: 


The following are the chief features of 
the bill reported to the House last week by 
the Ways and Means Committee, to pre- 
vent the increase of the public debt: 

It provides that so much of any existing 
law as authorizes the issue of bonds by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, except for the 
subsidies to the various railroad companies 
now authorized by lew, be and the same 
are hereby repealed. The usual transfer 
or exchange of bonds is not prohibited. 
In the monthly statement of the public 
debt United States bonds shall be classe! 
as the funded debt. The United States 


notes and fractional notes issued for (ir- 


culation as money shall be classed as the 

The per cent. certificates shall be 
classed as the temporary loan debt, and al! 
debt that is due or that will become 
due within t fiscal year, stating the 
same in detail, shall be c as the ma- 
tured debt, and the interest on such ma- 
tured debt shall cease after it becomes 
due. Section three of the bill forbids the 
payment of commissions for any negotia- 
tions of Government bonds or bullion. 
Finally, it provides that after the passage 
of this act alt exchange, purchases or sales 
of the bonds of the United States on ar- 
count of the Government, which may be 
authorized by law, shall be made by invit- 
ing the competition of the public by ad- 
vertising for proposals for any such ex- 
change, purchase or sales, which shall be 
1 ed 4 to the best. bidder or 

the Seeretary of the Treasury re- 
corving the right to reject any such bids, 
should he deem it for the public interest 
to do 80. 

The adoption of this measure, or one 
similar, would put thecountry on the high 
road to resumption or a more satisfactory 
financial basis than now exists, and it is 
therefore hoped it will take precedence of 
the many visionary schemes now pending 
in Congress, It is noticeable, however, 
that the financial question has of late 
fallen rather into the batkground. A 
prominent member of Congress is of 
opinion that nothing will be done by the 
present body with reference to it, as the 
attention of everybody is directed to the 
incoming administration. Doubtless it is 
well as it is. The question is a very 
simple one. Simple as it is it cannot be 
solved by the present Congress, if the 
measures introduced are any evidence of 
the capacity of that body. Let the present 
session be confined to the bill to prevent 
the increase of the public debt, and let the 
new Congress, fresh from the people, take 
up the general question. The country is 
apparently entering on a career of great 
prosperity. If the administration of Gen- 
eral Grant will reform abuses in the rev- 
enue and financial departments of the 
Government the example will be a telling 
one in communicating health and tone to 
the great commercial enterprises now on 
foot. 

The New York Herald of a recent date 
devotes a column or two to the contem- 
plation of the approaching spring trade, 
from which we extract the following: 

Taking time by the forelock, our enter- 
prising New York manufacturers and 
merchants are already anticipating the 
annual revival of business at the opening 
of spring navigation. Our spring trade, 
in many of its most important branches, 
virtually opens at the beginning or in the 
middle of February. New foreign goods 


selected or expressly manufactured in 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Germany, 


Austria, Italy and other European coun- 
tries, are beginning to arrive, creating a 
lively commotion at the wharves, the Cus- 
tom-House, the bonded warehouses and 
the mammoth wholesale stores. The 
wholesale dealers in dry goods, silk goods, 
fancy goods and Yankee notions, laces 
and embroideries, millinery, ready made 
clothing, china and glass-ware, -crockery, 
boots and shoes, furnishing goods, grocer- 
ies, India, rubber goods, hats, books, 
stationery, — — silver-ware 
drugs, wines and liquors, furniture an 
upholstery, hardware and all varieties of 
iron goods, terra cotta, cutlery, carriages, 
pianos, agricultural implements, and the 
rest, are busily preparing fora vastly 
more extensive and profitable business 
than has been transacted since the year 
before the war, A growing confidence in 
the new government soon to be inaugu- 
rated at Washington, in the prospect of 
reform and economy in the management 
of our political affairs, and inthe happy 
consequences that must flow from a speedy 
restoration of all the Southern.
